COCA-COLA STAFF FEARING 

AXE AS JOBS THREATENED 

WORKERS CONCERNED BY NATION-WIDE STRATEGY REVIEW 


Dozens of jobs are at risk at 
Coca Cola’s Northampton- 
based distribution plant as 
part of a UK-wide redundancy 
drive. 

About 35 jobs are under 
threat at Coca Cola Enterpris¬ 
es, in Gowerton Road, Brack- 
mills, part of an overall cull of 
300 jobs across the soft drink 
giant at its sites in England 
and Scotland. 

Union leaders have de¬ 
scribed the move, which will 
affect drivers and warehouse 
workers in Northampton, as 
“a devastating blow”. 

Staff union, Unite, said 
sites impacted by the decision 
also included Bristol, East Kil¬ 
bride, north London, Sidcup 
and Wakefield. 

National officer, Jennie 
Formby, said: “This news will 
be a devastating blow for our 
members and their families, 
especially in the current eco¬ 
nomic climate of austerity, 
welfare cuts and now rising 


unemployment. It is too early 
to make a detailed analysis of 
the announcement. 

“However, our immediate 
priority must be to get full de¬ 
tails of the reasoning behind 
this decision and to examine 
what alternatives there could 
be for our members. 

“Cola Coca Enterprises is 
a highly profitable and suc¬ 
cessful global company and 
we will be doing everything 
in our power to protect jobs.” 

A company spokesman 
said: “Following a strategic re¬ 
view, we are proposing to end 
our direct delivery service in 
Great Britain. 

“This service is primarily 
used by food service outlets 
and we have identified the 
need for a more efficient way 
of distributing our products to 
these customers. 

“We have now started a full 
consultation on these propos¬ 
als with our employee repre¬ 
sentative bodies and the Unite 
trade union.”

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‘There was no way I was

without my kids' 


Man who saved his children from burning home 
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1 believe a man does every¬ 
thing he can for his children. 
People say I’m a hero, but there 
was no way I was leaving that 
building without my kids. My 
life did not come in to it.” 

Speaking to our sister pa¬ 
per, the Chronicle & Echo, in 
his first interview since a fire 
destroyed his house in Thor- 
plands, Antony Eales has re¬ 
vealed how he risked his own 
life in the burning building to 
save his three children: Shaun, 
aged nine, Jayden, aged six and 
Kayla, aged two. 

The fire started shortly af¬ 
ter 8.30pm on March 18 when 
the 24-year-old was watching 
TV in his lounge. 

Mr Eales said: “I was down¬ 
stairs when I heard Jayden 
shout ‘daddy, fire’. I saw the 
smoke so I grabbed the spare 
front key and opened the front 
door. 

“I ran upstairs and pulled 
Kayla out of her cot and put her 
under my arm.” 

Mr Eales said, once he had 
got two of his children out of 
the house, he then went back 
up the stairs to get to Jayden’s 
room. 

Despite the thick black 
smoke from the fire almost fill¬ 
ing the upstairs of the house, 
Mr Eales was determined to get 
all his children out of the prop¬ 
erty safely. 

He said: “I felt myself get set 
alight. I managed to put myself 
out by rolling over on the floor, 
but I banged my head when I 
fell to the floor. 

“I told Sean to get to the 
right-hand side of the room, 
but by the time I got in he was 
lying on the floor. 

“I could see there was a lay¬ 
er of smoke that had not set¬ 
tled so I got him to stay as low 
as possible and managed to get 
him downstairs.” 

Mr Eales managed to carry 
his son out of the house and 
then made the decision to go 
back in to his burning house a 
third time to save his dog, Kyz- 
er, and his cat, Molly. 

A snake and a rabbit were 
also in the property and both 
managed to survive the fire. 

He said: “I am a great animal 
lover and I knew they would be 
in the garden. Things were fall¬ 
ing off the roof and if they had 
hit the dog it could have killed 
him.”

Although he had been bad¬ 
ly burned and inhaled a lot of 
smoke, Mr Eales calmly rang 
the fire brigade and his father- 
in-law before putting his chil¬ 
dren in the recovery position. 

He said: “I kept talking to 
them and asking if they were 
ok. I had been focusing on the 
kids so much that I didn’t think 
about myself. 

“When I looked down at my 
hands I realised my finger tips 
were hanging off on my right 
hand where I had used it to 
guide me through the fire. 

“Someone put a bottle of 
cold water on my back to cool 
me down and I had lots of 
burns on my face. 

“The immense waves of 
pain only started when I was 
standing outside the house. 

“Before the emergency 
services came, all I could think 
about was my kids.” 

Mr Eales and his three chil¬ 
dren were all taken to North¬ 
ampton General Hospital to be 
treated for their injuries. 

After heroically saving his 
children, Mr Eales started to 
deteriorate when he was in 
the ambulance and had to be 
transferred to the intensive 
care unit in Queen’s Medical 
Centre in Nottingham. 

His wife, Gemma, who was 
not in the house at the time 
of the fire, stayed by her hus¬ 
band’s bedside as he battled 
to deal with the effects of the 
smoke inhalation. 

She said: “He spent two 
weeks in intensive care. They 


had to heavily sedate him as 
they were using a machine that 
shook him all over to help his 
lungs recover.” 

Mrs Eales said that due to 
the amount of drugs the doc¬ 
tors gave her husband to sedate 
him, he had frightening hallu¬ 
cinations when he was taken 
out of intensive care. 

She said: “When he got 
moved to the ward I had to have 
a bed next to him as he was ab¬ 
solutely petrified.” 

Mr Eales also regularly had 
bad dreams about his house 
being on fire and these only 
stopped once he was able to 
visit his house and finally put 
the nightmare images out of 
his head. 

As he was recovering in 
hospital, Mr Eales was also 
confronted with the shocking 
news ofthe MickPhilpott case, 
in Derbyshire, in which a fa¬ 
ther deliberately started a fire 
which killed his six children. 

He said: “When the Phil- 
pott case came on the TV I was 
so angry to think he had done 
that to his kids deliberately. 

“I had gone in and saved my 
kids from a fire because of an 


accident and he had done the 
opposite. 

“I sat down and cried and 
got so angry and my wife had 
to calm me down.” 

While in hospital, Mr Eales 
was told by doctors that it was 
his dense muscle mass - built 
up from numerous gym ses¬ 
sions - which had saved his life. 

Mr Eales is a keen power- 
lifter and used to eat seven 
meals a day. He regularly com¬ 
peted in powerlifting compe¬ 
titions and won a gold medal 
at the Commonwealth power 
lifting games in Bournemouth 
in 2011. 

He said: “The doctors said 
the muscle gave the body a 
source of energy and nutri¬ 
ents which kept me going when 
I was in intensive care. My men¬ 
tality is to not give up and I nev¬ 
er quit. I was saying to myself 
that I’m not going to die at the 
age of 24 due to a fire. It wasjust 
not going to happen.” 

Mr Eales is currently recu¬ 
perating at his father-in-law’s 
house and is having physio¬ 
therapy to help strengthen his 
left arm whichhe injured while 
saving his children. 


Superb support for family 


■ Friends and family mem¬ 
bers have raised thousands 
of pounds since the fire to 
help the Eales family replace 
some of the possessions they 
lost in the blaze. 

Mr Eales said: “I very rarely 


cry, but the support we have 
had is phenomenal. I’ve done 
lots of crying as the generos¬ 
ity of people has been over¬ 
whelming. We would both 
like to personally thank eve¬ 
ryone who has donated.”

Litter picks 
on hold over 
health and 
safety audit 


Roadside litter collections 
across Northampton have 
been scrapped for the past 
two months - so officials could 
work out if they were safe. 

Following a number of com¬ 
plaints from members of the 
public about the condition of 
grass verges across the town, 
NorthamptonBoroughCouncil 
has confirmed litter picks were 
suspended so a health and safe¬ 
ty audit could be carried out. 

The decision was made af¬ 
ter a litter picker was involved 
in an accident earlier this year. 

But the move has been 
criticised by litter campaign¬ 
ers who have said the town has 
become a mess while the in¬ 
vestigation was carried out. 

Brian Skittrall is a mem¬ 
ber of the Northamptonshire 
branch of the Campaign to 


Protect Rural England (CPRE), 
which runs a national anti-lit- 
tering campaign. 

He said: “It’s breathtaking 
that it takes two months to 
work something like this out, 
it’s not exactly rocket science. 

“Collecting litter from the 
side of the road is not danger¬ 
ous if it’s done properly. 

“The Highways Agency 
manages to do it on motorways 
and dual-carriageways, so it’s 
very hard to see why it’s so dif¬ 
ficult to do in Northampton.” 

Areas of Northampton 
which have been identified 
as a problem for litter since 
the suspension include parts 
of the A43 and roads around 
Sixfields. 

Mr Skittrall said: “Health 
and safety is often used as a bit 
of an excuse, but this sounds 
pretty hopeless. To spend two 
months working out how to 



do something that is done by 
other authorities all across the 
country is ridiculous.” 

Northampton Borough 
Council has said the safety re¬ 
view was carried following af¬ 
ter an accident involving litter 
pickers on the A45 about two 
months ago. 

The litter picking crew was 
from the private company En¬ 
terprise, which also collects 
wheelie bins and carries out 
street cleaning for the council. 

A spokesman for the au¬

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Aldo's hope for town 
ice cream parlour 



Aldo Gal lone plans to open an ice cream shop at his factory in Kingsthorpe 


A historic Northampton ice 
cream manufacturer is plan¬ 
ning to open a dedicated ice 
cream parlour in the town. 

Gallone’s has been based in 
Welford Road, Kingsthorpe, 
since 1895, but currently only 
has a small factory shop for 
people who want to call in to 
buy their products. 

The company now plans to 
open the town’s only ice cream 
parlour by converting a hair¬ 
dressers, which is currently 
based in the same building as 
their factory. 

Aldo Gallone believes the 
parlour would be the only one 
within 50 miles of Northamp¬ 
ton and the only one in the re¬ 
gion where ice cream is made 
on site. 

He said: “We have a factory 
shop which has served its pur¬ 
pose for the past 80 years, but 
we’re now looking to do things 
a little differently. 

“We want to create a place 
where people can sit down 
and have a coffee and an ice 
cream or pop in to buy a tub 
of ice cream. 

“It will give us a lot more 
flexibility.” 


It is planned that the ice 
cream parlour would also be 
used as a meeting space for 
school children, who take part 
in regular tours of the factory. 

Mr Gallone said: “At the 
moment, we haven’t really 
got anywhere for the children 
to meet when we do tours, so 
opening the parlour will im¬ 
prove that. 

“But we also think the par¬ 
lour will be a real attraction 
for Kingsthorpe and North¬ 
ampton. 

“The nearest ice cream par¬ 


lour is at least 40 to 50 miles 
away, so we hope we will at¬ 
tract a lot of people, not just 
those from Kingsthorpe.” 

The company currently 
makes about 40 different fla¬ 
vours of ice cream. 

It plans to sell a wide vari¬ 
ety of those flavours from the 
new shop. 

Officials from Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council will de¬ 
cide if the development can go 
ahead in the next few weeks. 

It is hoped the ice cream 
parlour will open in May.

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An artist’s impression of the new railway station 


Months of traffic disruption 
have been predicted in North¬ 
ampton town centre as work 
is carried out to create a new 
entrance to the town’s £20 
million new railway station. 
Workers will move into the ar¬ 
ea outside the station in Black 
Lion Hill from tomorrow. 

The first phase of work 
will see the current entrance 
to the station permanently 
closed off. 

Later phases will also see 
traffic islands removed and 
temporary traffic lights put 
up for several months. 

A spokesman for North¬ 
amptonshire County Council 
acknowledged the work would 
cause disruption. 

He said: “We recognise that 
there may be some inconven¬ 


ience to people and business¬ 
es during construction. 

“We will seek to minimise 
this disruption as much as 
possible. 

“Some work, principal¬ 
ly the removal of the island 
and resurfacing, will need to 
take place at night and during 
weekends to minimise the dis¬ 
ruption. We will provide infor¬ 
mation in advance of when 
this work will take place.” 

The roads around Black Li¬ 
on Hill last underwent a maj or 
redevelopment in 2008 as part 
of £3 million improvements to 
the route between the railway 
station and Gold Street. 

The latest restoration 
scheme will see a new en¬ 
trance to the railway station 
created off St Andrew’s Road. 

Roadworks will also be car¬ 


ried out while new utility serv¬ 
ices are laid to Green Street, 
opposite the railway station, 
where a new office block is be¬ 
ing built. 

The council’s spokesman 
said: “This work has been 
programmed to mainly take 
place during the school holi¬ 
days when there is less traffic. 

“Temporary traffic lights 
will be used and this arrange¬ 
ment will be in place until No¬ 
vember.” 

A new left turn from Black 
Lion Hill into St Andrew’s 
Road will also be created as 
part of the development. 

The council has advised 
station users to “plan ahead 
to avoid disruption to their 
journey”, particularly if they 
are travelling from the west of 
the town. 


Timetable to the five phases of roadworks 


■ Major roadworks are 
plannned near Northamp¬ 
ton town centre as part 
of the development of the 
town’s new £20 million rail¬ 
way station. 

■ Phase one, starting on 
April 26 will relocate the sta¬ 
tion entrance and see utili¬ 
ties work carried out. 


■ Phase two in May will see 
work carried out to remove 
traffic islands. 

■ Phase three in July and 
August will remove junction 
signals and start work on a 
new road layout. 

■ Phase four in September 
and October will see a new 
traffic island constructed 


and resurfacing work as well 
as the installation of new 
street furniture and light¬ 
ing. 

■ Phase five in November 
will see highways works by 
the station completed. Traf¬ 
fic will be able to use the left- 
hand turn from Black Lion 
Hill onto St Andrews Road.

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Big rise in burglaries but crime down overall 



Burglaries were up by 30 per cent in Northampton picture posed by model 


‘Small number of criminals’ behind increase in incidents 


Northampton has seen 
one of the biggest rises in 
the numbers of reported 
burglaries anywhere in the 
county, figures released by 
the police show. 

Burglaries increased by 30 per 
cent in the town during the 
last year, despite overall crime 
levels falling by two per cent, 
the figures revealed. 

Furthermore, the number 
of vehicles being broken into 
in Northampton increased by 
14 per cent. 

Police have blamed the 
spikes on a “small number of 
offenders” and said people 
who left their houses and cars 
unlocked had also causing an 
increase. 

Senior officers have hailed 
a fall in violent crimes of 10 
per cent, while robberies in 
Northampton were down 
by 6.1 per cent and sexual 
offences fell by 4.3 per cent. 

Across Northamptonshire, 
crime fell by 5.2 per cent 
during 2012/13. The annual 
crime figures showed that 
between April 1, 2012 and 
March 31, 2013, offences 
dropped from 49,576 to 
46,983. 

Violent crime, which is 


the force’s priority, fell by 
12.6 per cent, while drugs 
offences showed an 8.1 per 
cent reduction. 

Chief Constable Adrian 
Lee, said: “This year has 
been incredibly challenging 
for the force. We have policed 
some of the most high-profile 
events this county has seen in 
a long time and we have done 
this at a time when significant 
cuts have been made to the 
force. 

“We have been successful 
in reducing crime by 5.2 per 
cent, exceeding the two per 
cent target set by the police 
authority, alongside £6.8m 
worth of savings in the last 
year, testament to the hard 
work of our officers and staff 
together with our partners 
and communities.” 

He added: “Burglary and 
vehicle crime also showed 
increases, however, the longer 
term trend shows that since 
March 2009 to March 2013, 
serious acquisitive crime 
has reduced by 28.3 per cent, 
meaning 3,552 fewer victims. 

“One of the force’s biggest 
successes has been a 12.6 
per cent reduction in violent 
offences and 12.4 per cent 
reduction in robbery.” 


■ Increasing numbers of 
car break-ins and burglaries 
have been blamed on a “small 
number” of criminals, plus 
victims leaving their vehi¬ 
cles and houses unlocked.

Pubs and clubs opposing 
cut-off time for drinking 


Pubs and clubs in Northampton 
have vowed to oppose plans put 
forward by police to bring in an 
early-morning cut-off time for 
town centre drinking. 

Adrian Lee, chief constable 
of the force, has voiced is sup¬ 
port for an early morning re¬ 
striction order (EMRO) to halt 
the sale of alcohol in the town 
at a set time, expected to be 
2am or 3am. 

Police say it will cut down 
on late-night violence and 
drunkenness. However, a 


group of pubs and clubs in the 
town has now voiced its op¬ 
position to the proposal, fear¬ 
ing it will “cause an exodus to 
neighbouring towns”, such as 
Milton Keynes, and encourage 
late-night parties in residen¬ 
tial areas. 

Simon Thomson of Ely¬ 
sium, formerly Fever, said: 
“(It is) going back in time and 
forcing people to drink to the 
clock. Society has moved for¬ 
ward and people will not come 
out any earlier. This is danger¬ 
ous and ill-thought out, espe¬ 


cially when we have a good 
working relationship with 
the police and council through 
schemes like Northampton 
Pub Watch and Best Bar None. 
Our concern is that by closing 
at the same time we would see 
a return to terminal hour dis¬ 
order on the streets, taxi ranks 
and takeaways as thousands 
of people simultaneously con¬ 
verge on the streets.” 

“I feel bullied and hope 
they will genuinely listen to us 
because we have always want¬ 
ed to make the town safer.”

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Famous gnome 
Ignored’ by 
Chelsea show 


The world’s oldest garden 
gnome appears to have been 
snubbed after being left off 
the invitation list for this 
year’s Chelsea Flower Show. 

The centenary staging of 
the show takes place in May, 
and for the first time, garden 
gnomes are being allowed 
in. But Lampy, the historic 
gnome who came to North¬ 
amptonshire from Germany 
in the 1800s, has not been in¬ 
vited. 

Lampy was one of 21 
gnomes brought to the UK in 
1847 by Sir Charles Isham, the 
10th baronet of Lamport Hall. 

Neil Lyon, assistant prop¬ 
erty manager at Lamport Hall, 
said: “Lampy is the oldest gar¬ 
den gnome in England and he 
was somewhat surprised not 
to be invited. 


“I think if he was, it would 
be a nice touch, and hopefully 
somewhere along the way, the 
Chelsea Flower Show will rec¬ 
ognise him. We’ve contacted 
the BBC to make sure they give 
him due recognition in their 
coverage. 

“Love them or loathe them, 
gnomes are a very special part 
of garden history. 


••The story of the 
gnome’s introduction to 
the UK began at Lamport 
Hall in 1847, when eccen¬ 
tric owner, Sir Charles 
Isham, began work on a 
rockery in the garden. 
Over the next 50 years he 
populated it with garden 


“We think Lampy’s invita¬ 
tion has probably been lost in 
the post.” 

Lampy was voted the sixth 
most iconic object of North¬ 
amptonshire in a survey run 
by the British Museum and 
the BBC in 2010. He is insured 
for more than £1 million, and 
is estimated to be worth more 
than £2 million.

Chris Hackett does not be¬ 
lieve it would be worthwhile 
resting players for the final 
Cobblers game of the sea¬ 
son to protect them for the 
play-offs.

play some good rugby.” 

With Saints finishing the 
regular season at Harlequins 
on May 4 and likely to be on the 
road in the play-offs, the players 
did their best to shine in their 
final home game on Saturday. 

And shine they did, thrash¬ 
ing Sale and ensuring the 
fans and the likes of Soane 
Tonga’uiha and Brian Mujati, 
who are leaving the club this 
summer, went home happy.
